U te In a Natl prison camp that 
waa populated by some 8,000 prison­ 
ers of war, was described on Tues­ 
day night before members of 
Kiwanls ('lith of Doylestown. 
The guest speaker was Capt. Hub­ 
ert B. Conroy, of Doylestown, who 
was recently discharged from the 
U. 8. Army Air Corps, A veteran of 
23 operational sorties over enemy- 
occupied Continental Europe, the 
former 
captain 
waa 
shot 
down 
while 
piloting 
his 
Thunderbolt 
lighting plane, and tor nearly two 
years waa a prisoner of war. 
The 
speaker's 
Introduction 
to 
prison camp life came after he had 
haled out at 28,000 feet over France, 
and had liven hospitalised for hts 
wounds. The French who found him 
were unable to rescue him because 
of his wounds. He was In hospitals 
for several months. 
The former fighter pilot praised 
the doctors for doing an excellent 
Job with what they had to work 
with. 
The primary duty of a prisoner 
of war. Conroy explained, was to 
escape lf possible, although five 
men were shot and four were killed 
In their attempt at escape In the 
speaker's prison camp. 
The Germans, he said, would do 
anything for a cigarette, and many 
things did happen as a result of 
cigarettes. Prisoners, he explained, 
lived l f In a room, and he told some 
of the amusing things that Imp- 
pelted.

I he RuBsian views on peace are available in official 
form. They were presented at San Francisco on June 25, 
194 >, by A . A . Gromyko. Amlttssador to the U. S. and 
Acting C hairman of the Soviet delegation. 
He quoted 
from Marshal Stalin the following significant recipe for 
"peace*; 
" lo place at the disposal of the steering body of this 
Organization (U N O ) the maximum quantity of armed 
forces sufficient for the suppression of aggression; and 
to convince this Organization, in case of necessity, to 
send without any delay these armed forces for the pre­ 
vention and liquidation of aggression." 
One thought only is needed to round out this Rus­ 
sian blueprint which has beep made the theme of the 
UNO . 
I hat was the Russian insistence of the right to 
veto any action against herself by the proposed super­ 
army. 
Clearly understood, this concept becomes the most 
pessimistic and depressing outlook for the world's in­ 
habitants ever to be officially presented. 
Idealism is 
crucified by materialism; brute force supplants law, order 
and fair play. 
Under such a program, peace becomes no more than 
martial law, civilization a sort of detention camp. The 
men and women of the earth are offered the "security" of 
a prison cell. 
Already we are witnessing the start of an arms race 
among the more powerful nations to protect their "spheres 
of influence" and to consolidate their hold on their 
spoils
